The results, however, show that their 
fears were unfounded. In Tucson to- 
day there is not a. vacant store and 
the city has experienced in 'he past 
two years of rigid enforcement of the 
temperance law a. growth more sub- 
stantial and satisfactory than ever be- 
fore known in 
length of time.
